CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 
17.— 
Mohammed VI, the Turkish sultan, 
has fled from Constantinople on a 
British warship, bound for Malta. 
Upon embarking the sultan empha­ 
sised that he was not abdicating, but 
merely removing himself from imme­ 
diate danger. 
The sultan wrote to 
Lieut. Gen. Harrington, the British 
commander-in-chief, on 
Wednesday 
evening, stating he considered his life 
to be in danger and would Uke Brit­ 
ish protection. 
Political motives may be read- in 
some quarters into the flight of the 
saltan on a British warship. . Great 
Britain concededly has strong mor 
tives for seeing that no harm comes 
to the caliph, in view of the many 
millions of mussulman subjects with 
in her domain, many of whom have 
given 
indications 
of disagreement 
with the action of the Turkish na­ 
tionalist, disputing the power of the 
Turks alonfe to take action, affecting 
all Islam.
